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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: : Regarding claims 1,11,16 and 21 , the 
applicant argues that there is no suggestion or motivation for modifying the invention of Czyszczewski with Chang in the manner 
suggested by the Examiner to incorporate the controller into the printer would defeat the intended purpose of the Czyszczewski patent in 
that the selection, modularity, and replacement aspects of the Czyszczewski patent would be eliminated (Remarks, pages 9-1 1). The 
examiner respectfully disagree, citing figures 4a-4c of Chang showing that the controller 120A can be outside of the apparatus 140a as 
shown in figure 4A , inside the apparatus as shown in figure 140b or combined with the printer controller as shown in figure 104c. The 
reference of Chang was combined with Czyszczewski to shows that the controller could be integrated outside the apparatus 140, inside 
the apparatus 140 or combine with other controllers inside the apparatus 140. Additionally, Czyszczewski patent contains all of the 
limitations of the applicant invention however it does not state that the controller was inside an apparatus such as a printer, therefore the 
Chang reference was introduced to show the integration of controllers, which is outside of the apparatus or inside the apparatus is well 
known and therefore it is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to make the controller as separate unit or combine in one unit as taught 
by Chang in figures 4a-4c. , 
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
